I  nave  the  honour  to  submit  my  first  Annual  Report  for  1947* 

From  the  undermentioned  data  and  statistics,  some  idea  of  what  has 
been  carried  out  by  this  Department  can  be  gathered. 

sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area 

1.  WATER  supply. 

The  Aater  Supply  in  this  area  is  by  - 

,  (a)  The  Littlestone  &  District  Water  Company.  Parishes  of  Dymchurch 

and  St.  Mary’s. 

(b)  The  Mid  Kent  Water  Company.  Remaining  7  parishes. 

(c)  Application  is  being  made  for  further  extensions  in  the  inland  area. 

2.  SEWERS 

The  only  existing  Public  Sewer  is  small  portion  about  one  mile  in  the 
old  part  of  Dymchurch.  This  discharges  into  Marshland  Outfall  on  the 

foreshore . 

Discussion  took  place  with  the  Kent  Rivers  Catchment  Board  re  disposal 
of  treated  effluent  from  a  proposed  new  Sewage  Farm. 

Extension  of  Sewage  Scheme  adopted. 

3 .  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Cesspools  are  emptied  in  Dymchurch  and  St.  Mary’s  Bay  free  of  charge. 
In  other  parishes  only  urgent  cesspools  are  dealt  with  by  the  R.D.C., 
otherwise  they  are  emptied  by  private  firms. 

House  Refuse  is  cleared  from  Dymchurch  once  a  weeks  St.  Mary’s  Bay 
once  every  two  weeks.
